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100 MILKMEN ON 
STRIKE; 400 MORE 
ARE LOCKED OUT 


Involved in Tieup Are 
the Pevely, Union, St. Louis 
and Grafeman. 


FEW DELIVERIES MADE 


Smaller Concerns Doing Busi- 
ness——Customers of “Big 
Four” Must Call for Milk. 


A ‘strike of 5300 milk wagon drivers 
of the St. Louis, Pevely, Union and 
Grafeman Dairy companies, which has 
been in prospect for two weeks, 
was precipitated early this morning, 
when, following the report that the 
men had quit work at the St. Louis 
Dairy Co., the union drivers were locked 
out at the three other firms, Delivery 
of milk to customers in all parts of 
the city was suspended, and the cus- 
tomers had to go to dairy salesrooms, 
grocery stores or bakeries for their 
milk, or do without it. 

George Maddox, superintendent of the 
St. Louis Dairy Co,, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the drivers who ap- 
peared at the company’s stables, begin- 
ning at 1 a. m., refused to go to work, 
and instead began picketing the place, 
saying a strike was on, and that they 
would not let anyone take the wagons 
out. The St. Louis Dairy Co. employs 


- 10 drivers. 


Other Dairies Act. 
The other companies were notified of 


this action, and in accordance with a 
previous arrangement, they at once or- 
dered their drivers to withdraw from the 
union or quit work. The men left their 
jobs, and began picketing the various 
stables. 

Some union officials denied that a 
strike had been called at the St. Louis 
Dairy Co, this morning. although a gen- 
eral vote in favor of a strike was taken 
two weeks ago, the vote being 411 to 4. 
The union officials said the strike was 
to have been delayed a few days longer, 
in order that the union might arrange 
to supply babies and sick persons with 
milk. 

The union officials called a ecting 
for this afternoon at the union head- 
quarters, 2228 Olive street, and said a 
plan of campaign would be formed there 
with a view to obtaining their demands 
from the four dairy companies, which 
are known as the “Big Four’’ in the 
local milk trade. 

The men are demanding an increase 
of wages to $18 a week, plus a commis- 
sion of 6 per cent on all sales. Their 
present pay is $14 a week, plus a com- 


— 


mission of 12% per cent on all sales in 


excess of $456 a month. The drivers 
say the most they can make under the 
present system is $90 a month, and that 
the most they could make under the 
proposed new scale would be $140 a 
month. The employers say the men are 
demanding a virtual doubling of their 
Wages, and that the business will not 
bear such an added burden. - 


“Small Concerns Not Involved. 

The union men said nearly 500 of their 
comrades were still at work, in the em- 
ploy of smaller dairy companies. Ar- 
rangements are being made, the union 
officials said, by which anyone in need 
of dairy products can call up the union 
headquarters and can get the needed 
supplies delivered by one of the small- 
er companies. 

Two motor trucks were sent out by 
the St. Louis Dairy Co., one to deliver 
milk to grocery stores, the other to 
cover a route, previously mapped out, 
for supplying milk to families with 
babies. The union men said there would 
be no interference with the delivery of 
milk to babies. 

At Page and Union boulevards the 
truck making deliveries to grocery 
stores Was halted by union men in an 
automobile, who tried to get the chauf- 
feur, K. Zytowski, to quit work. The 
union men saw a revolver on the scat 
of the truck and made complaint at the 
Page Boulevard Police Station. 

Zytowski and John W. Robbe, route 
boss, who Was riding with him, were 
taken into the station, but when they 
promised to leave the revolver at the 
office, they were released. Two po- 
licemen accompanied the truck when it 
returned to the stables on King’s high- 
way soon afterward. 

The union men followed, nine of them 
riding in a small ar which they termed 
the “strike flivver.""’ When the truck 
started out to make more deliveries, the 
“flivver” followed, its occupants shout- 
ing derisively at the policemen and the 


.° men on the truck. 


The trucks on which the dairies took 
their milk supply from trains at Union 
Station, before daylight, were under 
police guard. As soon as the supply of 
milk was received at the dairy offices, 
grocers and bakers were notified, and 
began sending their wagons for it. 


Had to Get Own Milk, 

As soon as the news spread, in the 
‘esidence districts, that the usual be- 
fore breakfasct delivery of milk would 
not be made, household expeditionary 
forces cttarted out, to get the needed 
supply. Housemaids with baskets, chii- 
dren with toy wagons, and matrons in 
automobiles, made their way to the near- 
est grocery, bakery or dairy office. 

Two of the largest retail supply points 
in the western residence district were 
the St. Loula Dairy Co. office at 1316 
North King’s highway, and the Pevely 
Dairy Co. headquarters at 5675 Delmar 
boulevard. At the King’s highway place 
a sign was posted notifying customers 
that, while the strike lasted, they must

AILLED IN FALL AT 
BUATMEN’S BANK 


Lumber Manufacturers’ Agent 
Drops From Window; Had 
Complained of Illness. 


PROMINENT IN THE TRADE 


Friends Think That He Became 
Dizzy — Owned Home in 
County—Authority on Pine. 


George Kimball Smith, 54 years old, 
who for years was «a leading figure in 
the yellow pine lumber industry, was 
killed about 8:30 a. rn. today in a fall 
from a window on the north side of the 
Boatmen’s Bank Building, Broadway 
and Olive street. His home was on the 
Kent rvad, north of the Clayton road, 


in St. Louis County. 2 

Smith, as agent for lumber manufac- 
turers, had an office on the ninth floor 
of the buildjng. It was presumed he 
fell from the window of the toilet room 
on that floor, as his body was picked 
up on the roof of a o1e-story annex to 
the Bell Telephone offices, directly be- 
low the line of toilet room windows on 
each floor of the bank building. 

Police could not find anyone who saw 
from what floor Smith fell.. Former 
Lieutenant-Governor A, H. Bolte, in 
room 773 of the bank building, was rais- 
ing a window shade when he saw a body 
falling. 


Several See Body Fall. 
Bolte called to a companion, 


when they looked down from their win- 
dow they saw the body on the annex 
roof. A janitor, washing windows on 
the fifth floor, said he saw the man 
falling, but could not tell from what 
floor he fell. J. F. Hall and W. A. 
Fieber, employed by the telephone com- 
pany, also saw the body falling. 

Louis O. Honig, manager of the build- 
ing, identified the body. He questioned 
elevator operators, but none recollected 
having taken Smith to a floor above 
the ninth. 


Smith’s relatives and friends knew 


that tor 10 days he had been suffering 
three M 


from heat, and that in the lz 
days he had had -fatitiig-sp 


few hours yesterday morning, and re- 
turned home, complaining of dizziness. 
He told his wife this morning that he 
did not feel like going to the office, 
but would go down for a brief time 
to keep appointments with customers. 
He left his home about 7:30, and rode 
to town with a neighbor. 
Friends Think He Fainted. 

Some of Smith's friends, who investi- 
gated, believed that he possibly had 
gone to a window for fresh air and be- 
came dizzy or suffered a fainting spell. 

The toilet room windows are of the 
same dimensions on all floors. The sill 
is 23 inches from the floor. The aper- 
ture, with the lower sash raised, is 36 
inches wide by 30 inches high. A regis- 
ter under the window makes it awkward 
for a person to sit on the sill. 

Smith’s office was locked when the 
police went there, after finding the body, 
His coat and hat were in his office. He 
did not fall from a window in his office, 
as his body would have dropped only 
two stories,.to the roof of a seven-story 
building adjoining. 

Smith's home in the county, which was 
finished about two years ago, had been 
subject of considerable favorable com- 
ment in architectural journals, because 
o: the originality in plans which made 
it commodious and comfortable. 

Smith came to St. Louis in 1891, from 
Grandin, Mo., and became chief clerk of 
a lumber business. Later, as secretary 
of the Yellow Pine Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, Rie became known in the 
business for his ability as an or- 
ganizer. The Yellow Pine Association 
was dissolved by its members about two 
years ago, after the Missouri Supreme 
Court’s anti-trust decision in the lumber 
cases. 

Took Six Months to Recuperate. 

Smith took a vacation for several 
months, and then became associated 
with Sherman, Clay & Co., a Chicago 
lumber firm. His health failed and he 
went to Colorado for six months. On hia 
return to St. Louis he became a sales 
agent for several yellow pine firms. 

For years he was secretary of the Na- 
tional Lumber’ Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, in the Wright Building. He was 
a director of the American Forestry As- 
sociation, and was considered an author- 
ity on lumber topics. He was married 
in Kansas City In 1885 ta Miss Lora E. 
Allen. who survives him.

Charles Durgin, known to have been 


insane for 20 years, today made to De- 


tective Chief Allender a new confes- 
sion of the murder of his wife, Bertha 
Elrod Durgin, at the Pontiac Hotel, 
Nineteenth and Market streets, July 7. 

Durgin was brought last night from 
Los Angeles, Cal., where he surrendered 
to the police. His latest confession dif- 
fers from that he made in Los Angeles. 
He no longér says the shooting was the 
result of a sudden impulse, but now de- 
clares that on July 3 he decided to kill 
his wife. 

Durgin told of his friendship for Ber- 
tha Elrod, who was employed at the 
Glenwood Sanitarium at Glendale, &t. 
Louis County, where he went to work 
after being released from the St. Louis 
Sanitarium for the Insane after spend- 
ing the greater part of 19 years there. 


Serry for Her. 
“I was sorry for her because of her 


condition and because I knew I couldn't 
support her, much less support both her 
and a child,” he said. “Tt had felt my- 
self in honor bound to marry her, 
though she was only 20 and I was 45. 
I was making only $20 a month at the 
Glenwood Sanitarium and I gave up my 
job before I married her.” 

After the marriage Durgin and his 
wife spent a short time at the home of 
her parents at Belle, Mo. He then went 
to Lexington, Mo. While there, he said, 
he at first meant to kill himself, but 
later decided to kill his wife. 

When he and his wife went to the 
Pontiac on the night of July 6, he said, 
he had an automatic pistol. 


Was Happy After Shooting. 
“T suggested that she lie on her left 


side,” he said. “‘That was because I 
wanted to shoot her in the right tem- 
ple. 

Durgin said he shot his wife about 2 
a. m. 

“I then lay down, but couldn't sleep,’’ 
he said. “I was happy, though, because 
I knew she was out of her misery.” 

He told of taking a train for Indian- 
apolis at 5 a. m. and of going to Chi- 
cago later. He said he could not re- 
member details of his journey to Los 
Angeles. He had $150, he said, when 


he departed from St. Louis.

TURKS SCATTERED | 


OVER DESERT IN 
RUMANI BATTLE 


British Victory Declared to Have 
Removed Menace to 
Suez Canal. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—British troops pur- 
suing the Turkish force defeated last 
week at Romani, have caught up with 


the Turkish rear guard, six miles east 
of Katja, about 8 miles east of the 
Suez Canal, says an official statement 
regarding the campaign in Egypt, 11 
sued today. The statement follows: 

“The Commander in Chief in Egypt 
reports that his mounted troops are in 
contact with the Turkish rear guard, 
six miles east of Katia, which he en- 
trenched at the beginning of his ad- 
vance. 

“The work of clearing the battlefieid 
is proceeding, and a quantity of riites 
and other war material has been 
brought in. Two hundred of the ene- 
my’s dead have been buried in the area 
over which the counter-attack passed 
Aug. 4. 

“A bomb attack by aeroplanes over 
Port Said and Suez inflicted little ma- 
terial damage and caused slight casual- 
ties.’’ 

Account of Romani Battle. 

The British representative with the 
army at Romani send the following 
under date of Aug. 5: 

‘‘At sunset yesterday, 
tensions for the conquest of 
were irretriveably smashed. 

“The brunt of the fighting was borne 
magnificiently by the Anzac mounted 
troops. For more than a week they 
had had little rest, keeping in touch 
with the enemy, pushing back patrols 
and reconnoitering. Of the British troops, 
the Scottish and warwickshire Terri- 
tcrials and the Warwick and Glouces- 
ter Yeomanry fought splendidly. 

“At midnight on Thursday the Turks, 
in strength of one division, held a 
north and south line through Katia- 
Umalisha about 7 miles long, with the 
flanks thrown westward. From a point 
south of Romani to the Mediterranean 
coast was the Scottish Infantry, while 
the Anzacs in: front of them from an 
hour before daylight fought with great 
steadiness and determination § against 
the well handled enemy in superior 
numbers, yielding ground gradually, un- 
til Major-General Lawrence could rein- 
force the line with more cavalry and 
infantry. At midday we had a line 
through Mahamadiya, Romania, Katia 
and Gannit. 

‘For a mile west of Romani is Well- 
ington Ridge, which the Turks made en- 
ergetic attempts to reach. Two miles 
due south is Mount Meredith, and herc 
and at Mount Royston, three miles 
northwest, the enemy managed to get 
a footing in the afternoon. 7 

“The Turks had chosen what ap- 
peared to be the easiest path toward 
the canal—a broad, undulating place, en- 
flanked by sand dunes. At 3 o’clovk 
thé enemy fiercely attacked Romani and 
Gannit, but were driven back towards 
Abuhamra. 

Turks Scattered on Desert. 

At 6 o'clock our infantry began an 
attack from the north to the south, 
while dismounted yeomanry moved over 
the sand dunes toward Mount Royston. 
Our artillery, rifles and machine guns 
cost the enemy dearly. Nothing could 
withstand the onslaught, and we drove 
the enemy off Mount Royston and Weli- 
ington ridges; then, after a brief de- 
jay, cleared Meredjth, collecting 10

- KEEPERS GIVEN A 
COOKING COURSE 


Queer Menus for Students Cause 
a Texas State School to Pro- 
vide Instruction. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENTON, Tex., Aug. 8.—President F. 
M. Bralley of the College of Industrial 
Arts of Texas, in Denton, has originated 
something in extension work—a short 
course for boarding house keepers in 
cookery. The course includes a series 
of lectures on food selection, prepara- 
tion, serving and care. 


The immediate need of such a course 
Was felt because many young women 
attending the Texas College of Indus- 
trial Arts cannot be accommodated in 
the dormitories and are forced to board. 
While some of the boarding house keep- 
ers serve well-balanced meals, others 
have been known to serve a combination 
Something like this: 

Baked beans Sausage 

String beans Black-eyed peas 
Bread and butter 

And such combinations as mince ple, 
potatoes, rice, fried mush and syrup, 
coffee and peach cobbler. 

An instance was reported of a woman 
serving at the same meal cold slaw, 
Sfuerkraut and salt pork with boiled 
cabbage. 

The lecture course was begun with 
an invitation to all women of the college 
community who had C. I, A. students 
in their homes. 

The first course was six lectures on 
the care and maintenance of the culi- 
nary department of a big family home. 
The first of these lectures was attended 
by only thé } -arding house keepers, but 
scon the women of Denton began to 
attend, and the attendance has grown to 
such an extent that a regular course of 
instruction with meetings will te in- 
cluded in the year’s work of the college. 

Demonstration work is carried on for 
the benefit of the women keepers of 
boarders. The compositions and values 
or the different foods are presented ef- 
fectily and each day one simple dish 
is served the class. 

Examples in the buying of large and 
small quantities of food supplies are 
given, and the plans of the food depart- 
ment for the big State dormitories at 
the college are discussed. 

President Bralley was petitioned by 
the boarding house keepers and the 
townswomen to continue the short 
course, and this will be done. The col- 
lege hopes to assist the boarding house 
women to serve better balanced meals 
to the boarding students and thus aid in 
raising the standard of scholarship.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—Twelve persons, 
recovered from infantile paralysis, have 
volunteered to give blood to make serum 
for the treatment of the disease as the 
result of an appeal for volunteers in 
fighting the epidemic. Sufficient blood 
was taken from two volunteers to treat 
nine cases. 

The Health Commission

lt Was 56 Years Ago Today 
That 40,000 Met for His 
Ratification. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, Aug. 8—Today 
is the fifty-sixth anniversary of the 
“ratification’’ of Abraham  Lincoln’s 
nomination for the presidency by his 
friends and neighbors.

The throng which greeted Lincoln on 
that occasion was so great, and so nany 
attempted to shake his hand that two 
platforms on which he attempted to 
speak broke down under the weight of 
the crowd and he was forced to mount a 
horse from which he made his speech. 
Col. Lee tells of these incidents In the 

following account which he has just 
written: 
“The various delegations were formed 
in all the townships in Sangamon Coun- 
ty and throughout Central Illinois. 
Farmers came with large four-horse 
wagons, loaded with boys and girls rep- 
resenting the states in tHe Union. 

The girls who represented the states 

wore white dresses with red, white and 
blue sashes. But there was one girl 
whd occupied a seat just outside the 
wagon. She wore a black dress, with 
a black veil over her face. She repre- 
sented the territory of Kansas, ard 
could not come in, symbolical of the 
act of Kansas m voting down by a 10,- 
000 majority a constitution which al- 
lowed slavery to come to a vote. This 
prevented the admission of the territory 
at that time as a state. 
‘The various processions started early 
and soon there was great enthusiasm. 
They paraded the streets cheering for 
Lincoln and Hamlin. Excursion trains 
were run on all the railroads from Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Indianapolis and many 
other cities, bringing thouands of vis- 
itors and clubs with banners and flags, 
all cheering for the neminee, 

“The company to which I belonged 
was termed the ‘Boston Tea Party.’ 
We were dressed as Indians, represent- 
ing the forefathers who threw the tea 
overboard in. Boston Harbor, refusing 
to pay the excessive tax imposed on it 
by England. 

“After parading for several hours, the 

processions headed for the fair grounds 
west of the city, wher? six great grand 
stands had been erected. From these 
Zack Chandler of Michigan, Senator 
Doolittle of Wisconsin, William H. Sew- 
ard of New York, Salmon P. Chase of 
Ohio, Shelby M. Cullom and Owen Love- 
joy of Illinois spoke for Lincoln and 
Ilamlin 
“About 2 p. m. there was great cheer- 
ing at the gate. The committee had 
brought Lincoln out tg the meeting. 
They escorted him to the stand. So 
great was the excitement and so anx- 
ious were the people to see him and 
snake his hand that they crowded on the 
stand in such numbers that it broke 
down. 
‘We succeeded in forming a passage 
for him with the staffs of the ‘Wide 
Awake Club’ torches and got him to 
his carriage. 

‘The committee then took him to an- 
other stand, and it, too, broke down. He 
could not return to his carriage. A 
horse was secured. He mounted it and, 
turning to the great audience of 40,00) 
people, he said: 

“Tt is my purpose, since I have been 
placed in my present position, to make 
no speeches. This great crowd, having 
been drawn together at the place of my 
residence, it appears to be the wish of 
those constituting this vast assemblag2 
to see me and it is certainly my wish 
to see all of you. I appear upon this 
ground at this time only for the pur- 
pose of offering myself the best oppor- 
tunity of seeing you and enabling you tu 
see me. I confess with gratitudé, be it 
understood, that I did not suppose my 
appearance among you would cause the 
{umult which I now witness. I am grati- 
fied because it is a tribute to no man 
as a man. 

Talked of His Death, 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 8.—Charles E. 


Hughes had his “try out” as a cam- 
paign performer here during a busy 
day and night yesterday. He showed 
marked improvement over his previous 
efforts and literaly earned by the sweat 
or his brow the applause showered on 
him by one audience of 4000 and another 
of about half that size. 

Warming up to his “job,” as he de- 
scribed his task of leading the fight 
against President Wilson, the candidate 
shed some of his dignity and embarked 
into specific charges against the Wilson 
administration,. which he declared to 
be incompetent. 

He also reflected some of the inde- 
rendence he displayed during his second 
campaign for Governor of New York by 
Geclaring that he would not appoint 
tc office men whose only qualification 
was their party vote. 

After his main night address at Ar- 
cadia Hall, Hughes delivered a second 
address at the Light Guard armory 
in which he reiterated many of the 
statements made in the first address. 

His Speech in Part. 

Mr. Hughes at the meeting at Ar- 
cadia Hall, said in part: 

“You have here the problem of the 
sudden introduction of a large alien 
population. You did not remain in- 
different. You set an example in Amer- 
icanization to all America; and we point 
to Detroit as the one place in this land 
where there has been shown a quick- 
ening of interest in the development of 
training and Americanizing of alien men 
and women who have come to this land. 

“It is perfectly idle to expect a sound 
sentiment of American unity if those 
who come among us as strangers come 
merely to be exploited. When we admit 
to this country men and women we as- 
sume obligations with respect to their 
training, as well as grant to them the 
privileges; and we have got in this coun- 
try to be awake to those obligations and 
to realize that in every community 
there must be a well organized effort 
to make America supreme in the 
thought of every one who comes into 
the community; to have the language 
understood and spoken; to have Ameri- 
can sentiment replace foreign sentiment; 
to have American ideals replace foreign 
ideals; to have a realization that this is 
a country not simply giving &2n oppor- 
tunity to work for dollars but a coun- 
try that is devoted to the betterment of 
human life; to the enlightenment to the 
standards of human thought; &o the lib- 
eralization of all those things connected 
with human understanding and purpose; 
we want America first in the mind and 
heart of every one in this land. 

What America Meana. 

“But America is not simply a land for 
the man of special talent or of distin- 
guished aptitude. This is the home of 
the average man, the ordinary man, wh» 
is doing his best, whatever, by talent or 
aptitude; and in our large industrial oc- 
cupations, where thousands are gath- 
ered together in one service, we want 
recognition of human brotherhood in 
providing for the welfare of those. who 
make the wealth of this great country. 

“We want workingmen to be safe- 
guarded from every injury that can be 
prevented. We want the health of the 
workingmen looked after; every means 
provided which conduces to the proper 
standpoint of living; every means pro- 
vided for proper recreation; appropriate 
means for education, for vocational 
training. In short, the workingman wh. |

If you want 
to run successfully a large business en- 
terprise in production would you ap- 
point a man that had never seen the 
works and didn’t know anything about 
it; simply because he voted the ticket 
that you vote? My friends, the world 
that we are about to live in, in the hext 
25 years, is going to be a very different 
world from what it has been. 

“Now if you have a great adminis- 
trator appointed to a position of ex- 
traordinary power, how will you judge 
his effiriency in the conduct of the enor- 
mous business interests with which he 
is entrusted? Judge him by his works? 
I judge him by his appointments. 

“I want to state a few things that 
are not very pleasant things to state to 
an American audience but this is a time 
when we are facing facts. We have said 
frequently that we desired to cultivate 
the most friendly relations with Latin- 
America. 

‘What have we done? In country 
after country we have taken out men 
who have given long periods success- 
fully to the study of diplomacy and have 
represented the country with credit and 
had acquired an admirable and impor- 
tant experience. 

"We have taken them out and put In 
men utterly inexperienced. I say it 
is inexcusable. Let me tell you this 
country will never be worthily repre- 
sented or take its place properly among 
the nations if men are appointed merely 
to satisfy partisan obligations and there 
is no ideal of continuity of service in our 
diplomatic intercourse. 

Business World Iliustration. 

“Past administrations, I grant you, 
have sinned in that particular, but 
standards were being made and there 
were men in our service of long experi- 
encs and fine training. It was just as

“Take, for example, the case of Mex- 
ico. We had certain things that we had 
®@ right to demand of Mexico; and there

titled to from a Government that per- 
forms the functions of government.

stand that we do not intend to meddle 
with their affairs, that we desire that 
they shall perform their obligations to 
us, to protect our citizens, protect them | 
justly in the enjoyment of their lives 
and their property; that they will per- 
form the guarantees that they have 
given us and then we shall have peace 
and happiness. 

“If they can establish a stable govern- 
ment, we will do all that we can to sup- 
port it. Talk about policy, what is the 
President’s policy? Does anyone know? 
Has the executive ever had a policy 
for more than six months in the Mexi- 


can question? 

“IT repeat, who knows today what the 
policy of the administration will be three 
months from now? The trouble is that 
this administration has written a record 
that, no matter what it says, you don't 
know whether it will respect it. You 
cannot make much progress along that 
line.

“Now, then, we want, in the first | 
place, to have our record perfectly clear, 
that we are going to insist that Mexico 
shall treat our citizens properly; and 
we are going to insist in a way that 
will make us respect it because we are 
not going to say we are not entitled to: 
it, but we are going to see that this is 
done which we are entitled to have done. 
We are going to have the platform un- 
derstood. Protection to American citi- 
zens, protection to the property of Amer- 
ican citizens, protection to our border 
from incursions, the rights that we 
have as one nation relatively to another 
nation at our doors. 

‘‘We are going to insist that these ob- 
ligations be performed, which we, as 
the United States, are going to have 
performed; that we don’t propose any 
meddlesome policy; that we do not pro- 
pose, while we wish well for every one 
in Mexico, to do anything that is con- 
trary to their wishes if they do what 
we are entitled to have done. Put that 
clearly before them, insist upon that 
and we will make some progress to- 
wards having it done at the earliest op- 
portunity and our policy should be to 
see that it is done, and that promptly. 

“There is not a particle of militarism 
in my composition, but there is a sturdy 
‘determination, if I am put in a place of 
executive responsibilty representing all 
the American people, ‘to see to it—and 
that is my purpose—that America’s 
rights are safeguarded and that Amer- 
ica’s name in administration, in policy 
and in execution is honored throughout 
the world.’’ ; 

Made Six Speeches, 

Mr. Hughes spent a busy day in the 
stifling heat of Detroit. He made six 
speeches between noon and 10 p. m. The 
first talk of the day was delivered in 
a little room of the hotel in which he 
made his headquarters and was ad- 
dressed to about 40 manufacturers in- 
terested in the social welfare of their 
employes. The second address, deliv- 
ered in the same room, was on _ suf- 
frage. One hundred women heard him 
repeat his declaration in New York, 
that he wanted the question speedily 
settled by granting women the vote 
through amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. 

After lunch the nominee went to the 
ball game. He shook hands with mem- 
bers of the Detroit and Philadelphia 
American League teams and watched 
one inning of the game. Then he mo- 
tored away to two of Detrolt’s big au- 
tomobile factories and addressed crowds 
at*each on industrial co-operation. Be- 
tween speeches he held many short con- 
ferences with local political § leaders, 
shook hands with about 2000 persons and 
took two short naps. 

“The working men of America,” said 
the nominee in the speeches at the fac- 
tories, ‘‘are not asking for anything 
they should not have. All that they 
want is a square deal. You workmen 
want to be protected from any unneces- 
sary injury at your work. You want 
to have wholesome conditions, reason- 
able hours, a fair opportunity to share 
in what you make, and the reasonable 
profits that accrue to every industry. | 

“We have all got to work together. 
No such thing as prosperity exists for 
just one class in America unless it ex- 
ists for all. It is all together; all go 
up or all go down together. 

“Do not let us get this country into 
a low patriotic plane so that we are 
content—content with the disesteem 
with the scoff of the world. ‘I am an 
American citizen’ ought to be the 
proudest title in the whole world.”’

CROP ESTIMATE 


| Early Prices Are Firm, but Ad- 
verse Government Report 
Favors Bears. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“Today saw a moderate revival of 
activity and a more decided upward 
trend of prices on the Stock Exc 
There had been no change in underlying 
conditions; a great deal of attention was 
still being devoted to the negotiations 
of the railway employes and way of- 
ficials, and to the Government crop re- 
port, which was not published until late 
afternoon. 

“The better tone of the market, there- 
fore, was evidently largely due to the 
repurchases by speculators who had, 
during the past week or earlier, sold for 
a decline. Even the railway shares ad- 
vanced fractionally, in the face of the 
strike situation. he market, however, 
remained narrow in scope, the greatest 
gains taking place in a few issues which 
were unrelated to the general movement 
of prices. 

The Strike Situation, 


“Forces which are working against 
the calling of a general strike on the 
railroads of the country seem to be pow- 
erful enough to justify a large degree 
of optimism over the issue. The very 
severity of such a measure, should the 
employes resort to it, may be counted 
on to create a strong public sentiment 
against this method of settling indus- 
trial disputes, and a rapid growth in the 
demand that measures be taken, prob- 
ably by the Federal Government, to pre- 
vent its recurrence. The railway broth- 
erhoods themselves, therefore, will ap- 
parently be risking a good déal in pro- 
ceeding to extremes, even should they 
gain their immediate ends. 
“Public sympathy is a factor which 
both parties to the dispute will doubt- 
less seek to gain, and each side will try 
to fasten the blame of a strike conclu- 
sively on the other. Should the public 
conclude that the differences can or 
should be settled by negotiation, there 
will be little tolerance for a policy which 
would paralyze the country’s industrial 
life, even for a short time. In this con- 
nection the settlement of the New York 
traction difficulty may have an impor- 
tant bearing on the attitude of the par- 
ties to the railroad dispute. 
“The unfavorable crop estimates is- 
sued by the Government late in the day, 
however, about some fresh selling of 
stocks, which resulted in declines in 
several of the railway shares of % to 1 
point. Those estimates, placing this 
year’s total wheat crop at 664,000,000 
bushels—the smallest yield since 1911— 
was some 20,000,000 bushels below what 
the trade looked for. In spring wheat, 
especially, the Government figures bore 
out, or even outdid, the pessimistic re- 
ports of recent weeks. A total yield of 
less than 200,000,000 bushels was esti- 
mated, aginst 357,000,000 harvested last 
year. 
“Condition of spring wheat dropped 
more than 25 per cent within the month. 
Even corn, which has enjoyed some 
favorable weather of late, declined in 
condition more than 6% points. 

The Gold Movement, 
“Since July 17, when $20,000,000 gold ar- 
rived in New York from London by 
way of Halifax, shipments of the metal 
to this center have been suspended. 
Those consignments were resumed with 
the $2,600,000 received at the Assay Of- 
fice yesterday afternoon from Canada.
